‘ADENAUER SEES 
NEW HOPE FOR EDC

BONN, Feb. 19 (AP)—Official 
West German sources reported 
today that Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer! thinks Russia’s posi- 
tion at the Big Four conference 
has created a “solid opportunity’ 
for final approval of the Euro- 
pean army. 

These sources said the 78- 
year-old Chancellor thinks thus 
about the conference outcome:

Adenauer was described as 
disappointed but not discouraged 
because the Big Four ministers 
did not agree to reunify Ger- 
many. 

He conferred for 90 minutes 
last night at the Bonn airport 
with Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles, en route home to 
Washington. Today the Chan- 
cellor called -his Cabinet into 
special session. He plans a 
major speech in Berlin soon, 

A West German Government 
statement said the Soivet Union 
showed in the Berlin conference 
that it intends to’ become “the 
solely dominating power of the 
European continent.”

Tucker reported that all of 
those present indicated they 
will support the earnings tax 
extension measure, with the ex- 
ception of Representative 
Francis M. O’Brien (Rep.), 
Fourth District, who is unde- 
cided. O’Brien explained he is 
polling residents of his district 
on the earnings tax proposal, 
and would not take a position 
until the poll has been com- 
pleted.

The city Republican chairman 
pointed out that both of the 
G.O.P. candidates for State Sen- 
ator in the recent special elec- 
tions had “whole-heartedly” sup- 
ported the earnings tax. The 
Democratic candidates also 
backed the city’s tax extension 
proposal, and it was not an issue 
in those contests. 
‘Tax Grab’ Charged. 

In his blast at the Governor, 
Speaker Vonderschmidt charged 
that inclusion of the earnings 
tax in the special session call 
was “an $8,000,000 tax grab 
from the people in the St. Louis 
area.” 


“Everyone who is _ actively 
urging the adoption of such an 
earnings tax is frank to admit, 
off the record, there are two 
groups they seek to tax,” Von- 
derschmidt. asserted. “‘First the 
Negroes who live within the 
city, and second, those people 
who work within the city but 
live elsewhere.”

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 19 (AP) 
—The congregation of the First 
Unitarian Church will ballot se- 
cretly Sunday on the issue of 
signing the state’s loyalty oath, 
now required of organizations 
seeking tax exemptions. 

Robert Schmorleitz, chairman 
of the church trustees, said yes- 
terday the board regards the 
Oath as a reflection on historic 
and religious principles of sep- 
aration of church and state. He 
said the churck’s normal tax ex- 
emption amount to an annual 
saving of ebout $6000. 

The oath appears on Califor- 
nia tax statements this year for 
the first time. It must be signed 
by non-profit or welfare organ- 
izations, or by individuals, who 
expect tax exemptions.

9 BILLS TO TEST 


CITY'S AUTHORITY HEARD AT TRIAL 
IN PLAZA PROJECT 


Aldermen Get Measures 
That Will Form Basis 
for a Friendly Law- 
suit When Passed. 


Three bills authorizing the 
city to assist in redevelopment 
of the blighted Plaza area were 
introduced in the Board of Al-. 
dermen today by - Chairman 
Louis G, Berra of the Ways and 
Means Committee. The meas- 
ures were designed to form the 
basis for a friendly test Suit 
clarifying the city’s authority to 
participate in urban redevelop- 
ment projects. 

The area bounded roughly by 
Fourteenth, Eighteenth, Olive 
and Market streets is to be re- 
habilitated with a public park 
and a privately financed housing 
project. 

The Municipal Land Clear- 
ance for Redevelopment Author- 
ity is to acquire and clear the 
property, then sell it at reduced 
price to the Urban Redevelop- 
ment Corp. of St. Louis, with 
the Federal Government defray- 
ing two thirds of the “write- 
down” and the city the re- 
mainder. 

What Bills Provide. 

One bill authorizes the Mayor 
and city comptroller to enter 
into agreement with the Land 
Clearance Authority, which is to 
carry out the project “imme- 
diately and diligently.” 

A second measure authorizes 
the city to turn over to the au- 
thority a city-owned lot with 
a frontage of 15 feet, 9 inches 
on the south side of Pine street 
east of Sixteenth street. The 
third bill authorizes a cash 
grant of $10,000 to the project 
by the city. All these munic- 
ipal contributions would be 
credited as part of the city’s 
one-third share. 

Actually, development of ‘a 
public park construction of 
streets and sidewalks and other 
physical improvements will cov- 
er the city’s one-third contribu- 
tion, and no cash grant will be 
required, but federal authorities 
desire clarification of the city’s 
powers. to pave the way for 
other redevelopmetn projects 
in Missouri. 


EX- ORGANIZER 


OF ALLEGED RED 


Tells of Serving Time 
on Alcatraz for Activ- 
ities — Testimony Re- 
sumes Tuesday. 


' The trial of five alleged Com- 

munists on charges of conspir- 
acy to advocate and teach the 
overthrow of the Government 
by force was in recess today 
until Tuesday when Paul Crouch, 
former Communist party mem- 
ber and leader, will resume his 
testimony on the aims and ac- 
tivities of the party. 


Taking the stand late yester- 
day, Crouch tcld of being im- 
prisoned in the Army discipli- 
nary barracks on Alcatraz Island 
for 22 months in the 1920s for 
helping to organize a Commu- 
nist party group within the 
armed forces in the Hawaiian 
Islands. 


Now an employe of the 
United States Immigration and 
Naturalization Service at Hono- 
lulu, T. H., Crouch said he had 
applied for membership in the 
party in 1925 while serving in 
the Army but was not admitted 
until 1927 when William Z. 
Foster, then a member of the 
party’s executive committee, 
gave him a card. 

This came after he had served 
his prison term, he said, and he 
immediately was sent on a na- 
tion-wide speaking tour in which 
he talked to various groups on 
the. possibility of establishing 
party organizations within the 
armed forces to win over the 
soldiers for “the coming revolu- 

on.” ° 


Rising swiftly in the ranks of 
the party, Crouch in 1929-30 
was-a member of the secretariat 
of the Young Communist 
League, he said. In this period 
he visited Moscow where he at- 
tended and lectured at several 
schools and was made an honor- 
ary regional commander of the 
Red Army, he added. 

In subsequent years, he 
served as Communist organizer 
in Virginia, Utah, the Carolinas 
and Tennessee, becoming the 
party's candidate for United 


Langer to Put 10 Charges 
Against Warren Into Record 


If True, Would Have Bearing on Fitness to 
Be Chief Justice, Senator Says — 22 
Other Charges Set Aside. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (UP) 
— Senator William Langer 
(Rep.), North Dakota, told the 
Senate -he will disclose 10 
charges today against Earl War- 
ren “which—if true—have a 
bearing on his fitness” to serve 
as Chief Justice. 

Langer promised to put the 
charges into the record of his 
Senate Judiciary subcommittee 
late this afternoon when it holds 
another public hearing on War- 
ren’s nomination. Warren has 
been serving under a recess ap- 
pointment since last October. 

Langer did not disclose the 
nature of the charges. 


He said the subcommittee had 
22 other charges against the for- 
mer California Governor but 
these were considered to have 
no bearing on his fitness to 
serve, even if they were true. 

Langer, deep in a patronage 
row with the White House, 
made a Senate speech to defend 
himself against what he said 
was newspaper criticlsm of the 
delay in approving President 
Eisenhower's nomination of 
Warren. 


Supported Candidacy, 

Langer said he made speeches 
supporting Warren's candidacy 
for the 1952 Republican presi- 
dential nomination. But he said 
if he received any information 
on Warren’s fitness and failed 
to pass it along to members of 
the subcommittee, he would be 
derelict in his duty. 

He said the subcommittee re- 
ceived more than 200 objections 
to Warren’s nomination., These 
were turned over to stalf mem- 
bers Wayne Smithy and Jay 
Sourwine, who winnowed them 
down to 32 charges, some re- 
peated several times, Langer 
said. 

Twenty-two of these charges 
were set aside as having no 
legal bearing on Warren's fit- 
ness, he told the Senate, but 
subcommittee members were in- 
formed of them. 

He said the other 10 would

Langer is hopping mad be- 
cause the White House failed, 
in accordance with long tradi- 
tion, to consult him about the 
appointment of four » postmas- 
ters in his state.

Hendrickson said yesterday 
that delay over the nomination 
might cause doubt in the public 
mind about Warren's qualifica- 
tions. Langer said the subcom- 
mittee will hear a staff report 
on unfavorable letters received 
about Warren’s nomination.

URGES IMPROVED FINANCING 
FOR LATIN AMERICA TRADE 


Thére is a need for improved 
methods of financing export 
trade with Latin American coun- 
tries, James L. Sharp, assistant 
vice president in charge of the 
foreign department of First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis, said 
last night.

Irving Peress, an Army dentist, 
after he had refused to affirm 
or deny he was a Communist. 
The Army is conducting an in- 


quiry. 

At the closed session extend- 
ing late into the afternoon, the 
Army witnesses did not seek pro- 
tection in the Fifthtp Amendment 
as did Dr. Peress, now a New 
York dentist, at the morning 
public hearing. They pleaded 
army regulations and Attorney 
John G. Adams asked for time 
to Consult Secretary Stevens. 

Obviously vexed, McCarthy 
told reporters in reviewing the 
event of tthe closed session he 
wanted Adams to warn Stevens 
that “we will pursue this inquiry 
regardless of opposition until we

Proposed by Others. 

Some Democratic members of 
the tax-writing House Ways and 
Means Committee have recom- 
mended similar action to in- 
crease buying power, and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower said Wednesday 
he might propose the same thing 
if employment does not turn up- 
ward next month. 

The House Committee must 
initiate tax legislation. George’s 
bill would be an amendment to 
any House-approved tax measure 
which comes to the Senate. 

George told the Senate that 

' Congress, to meet the threat of 
recession, should do two things 
increase personal tax exemp- 
tions, and cut or eliminate sales 
taxes.

The conference was useful be- 
cause Soviet Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov finally had to show 
the Kremlin’s hand.

Brownell remarked that 
was “terribly shocked” when he 
made these discoveries, and his 
charges, which amount at the 
very least to charges of criminal 
laxity, are certainly shocking.

The 1945 FB report which 
was allegedly “tossed into a 
desk drawer” was based on testi- 
mony volunteered to the FBI by 
Elizabeth Bentley. At the time, 
a high level decision was taken 
to try to “re-establish” Miss 
Bentley as a Communist, thus 
permitting her to act as a dou- 
ble agent. Absolute secrecy was 
obviously required for this at- 
tempt—a fact which lends a‘cer- 
tain color of truth to ex-Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman’s exvlana- 
tion of his failure to fire White. 

The attempt to re-establish 
Miss Bentley continued for sev- 
eral months after White was con- 
firmed. In the meantime, about 
100 FBI agents were assigned to 
the New York area, and a simi- 
lar number to Washington, in an 
attempt to verify Miss Bentley's 
stofy from independent sources. 
In October 1946, the attempt to 
make Miss Bentley a double 
agent was abandoned—appar-

Donegan was 
accordingly made special assist- 
ant to the Attorney General for 
this purpose. T, Vincent Quinn, 
who had been an assistant 
United States attorney general 
for several years, who had more 
legal experience than Donegan, 
and who was also approved by 
Hoover, was assigned to work 
with Donegan on the case. 


Case Got Special Treatment. 


In short, the whole case wag 
given very special treatment, 
which presumably explains 
Brownell’s charge that the 1945 
FBI report had “never been 
through the regular channels in 
the Department of Justice.”

There is, however, a black list 
on name calling. .The test is not 
whether the name makes a man 
angry; or whether it is coarse, 
mean, insulting; not even wheth- 
er it is untrue. 


A Mortal Accusation. 


The test is whether the name 
is one which—if it is untrue. and 
is not retracted—a man of honor 
cannot forgive. As long as the 
libel stands there can be be- 
tween him and the man who 
made it only an implacable 
enmity. 

Treason, like murder, is a cap- 
ital offense. To call a man a 
traitor, to accuse him of aiding 
and abetting treason, is to make 
@ mortal accusation. If the ac- 
cuser is right, the traitor should 
be brought to trial and if con- 
victed he deserves to die. 

And if the man is falsely ac- 
eused, if he is libeled and tra- 
duced by a deliberate and calcu- 
lated lie, he must resent it and 
he must not rest until the accu- 
gation is knocked out. It is not 
merely his private right to vin- 
dicate his honor. It is his public 
duty to vindicate his honor. For 
the making of false accusations, 
especially of capital crimes like 
treason and murder, is a sub- 
version of freedom of speech 
and grave disorderly conduct 
which threatens the integrity of 
a nation.

Desecrating Lincoln. 


Is it necessary to spell out why 
the charge of treason—made de- 
liberately and with knowing un- 
truth by one party against an- 
other—is an intolerable political 
offense? 

For those who have forgotten 
why, or perhaps have never 
known, let it be said that to in- 
cite one half of the people against 
the other half, putting between 
them the mortal issue of treason, 
is to enter upon the commission 
of a political crime which can 
bring terrible consequences. 

It is a gruesome irony that 
this organized incitement to a 
fratricidal division of our people 
was begun, with the blessings of 
the chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, at meetings 
in honor of Abraham Lincoln. 
It makes one shudder at the 
desecration of his memory—at 
having to hear cruel and calcu-

lating voices summoning the na- 
tion to civil disunion in the name 
of the martyr of the American 
Civil War. 

The seriousness of the offense 
lies in the fact that, despite the 
President's disavowal of the 
charge of treason, the campaign 
is sponsored by the chairman of 
the Republican committee. The 
evidence is not conclusive, but 
it is very strong that the resort 
to this tactic, the use of McCar- 
thy, Jenner and the like to force 
and fix the political issues, re- 
flects a deliberate and high-level 
political decision.

MENTAL NSTUTONS 
SAD TBE CRANPE 


City’s Facilities Short of 


_ Fands and Personnel, Citi- 


zens’ Group Reports. 


State and city mental treat- 
ment institutions in St. Louis 
are hampered by “terrible over- 
crowding, shortage of trained 

rsonnel, low pay scales and 
ack of funds,” a citizens’ group 
reported yesterday. 

In face of these handicaps, 
however, “the administrators 
are doing fine, conscientious 
jobs,” the report said. It was 
presented at a mental health in- 
stitute at the De Soto Hotel, 
sponsored by the Mental Health 
Association of St. Louis, a men- 
tal health agency of the Commu- 
nity Chest. 

The group recommended a pro- 
fessional study of the entire sys- 
tem of mental care in the St. 
Louis area to formulate a plan 
to remedy the defects. However, 
the group stressed that “cértain 
glaring and immediate needs 
could be met” without awaiting 
the results of a survey by experts. 

Because of overcrowding, the 
report said, in St. Louis State 
Hospital a hand washbasin must 
serve an average of 25 patients 
and a shower or tub 30, 

At the St. Louis Training School 
for mentally deficient children, 
the’ group found that some pa- 
tients are 70 or more years old 
and that only in extreme cases 
will children under 5 be ad- 
mitted. There are 243 on the 
waiting list and 550 in the school. 
Average waiting time prior to ad- 
mission is two to five years. 

Similar examples were found 
at the other three places studied: 
Two branches of City Hospital 
which treat mental illness, and 
St. Louis Chronic Hospital, which 
while not primarily for mental 
patients, will admit persons with 
chronic, mild mental illnesses. 

The committee, made up en- 
tirely of women, was headed by 
Miss Emily Cronheim. 

At a luncheon session, Mary 
Jane Ward, author of the book, 
“The Snake Pit,” dealing with 
her experiences as a mental pa- 
tient, said the public must as-

The Bombing in Piccadilly Circus 


Inspector Risks Life to Remove Explosives, Gets Medals From King 


and Underworld

= 1939, when we were all 
wondering what Hitler would 
‘ do next, sudden shattering ex- 
plosions rocked London. They 
were bombs, homemade affairs 
planted by Irish extremists. 
Other bombs were exploded in 
other parts of the country. 
People were killed, _ pillar- 
boxes and mail vans were 
wrecked, shops and banks shat- 
tered. It was a miserable squab- 


le. 

The first time I had anything 
to do with it was a hot summer 
night, just two hours before 
midnight. I was then a Detec- 
tive-Inspector at Vine street and 
was tapping out a routine re- 
port, using one of Scotland 
Yard’s wobbliest typewriters. 
There came a great explosion 
from Piccadilly Circus. 

The police station windows 
shivered. A gust of hot air 
rushed in and out of the room, 
ruffling my papers. 

I ran to Piccadilly Circus. At 
the corner of Glasshouse street 
the pavement was littered with 
broken. glass, which was being 
scrunched by hundreds of feet. 
Cigars and boxes from the win- 
dows of a tobacconist’s shop lay 
scattered everywhere. 

Delicate silk lingerie from the 
next-door shop shimmered in 
crumpled little pools. The 
familiar smell of ,explosive 
rankled in my nostrils. ; 

Nearly all the twinkling .ad- 
vertisement lights of Piccadilly 
Circus had been blown into 
darkness. 

We have a saying in the Met- 
ropolitan Force: “Give your eyes 
a chance!” Under hustling feet, 
on the badly-lit pavement, among 
the cigars, masonry, strips of silk 
underclothes and glittering 
shards of broken window-glass, 
I saw a parcel. A brown paper 
parcel. Perhaps the explosion 
had blown it there? 

Stooping to examine it, my 
heart began to move with wild 
excitement. The parcel was not 
merely fastened with string— 
there were two black strips of 
ominous adhesive tape, and to 
the touch it was as hot as a 
tea-urn. It was a bomb! 

I shouted to the two nearest 
men, Sgt. Burgess and Constable 
Saul: “Keep the crowds back. 
I think there’s another bomb!” 

I picked up the parcel gingerly, 
dry-lipped, looked round for a 
bucket of water, while Burgess 
and Saul coolly 
crowds back. There was no fire- 
bucket, and the parcel seemed 
to get hotter as I grasped it.

OMEBODY needed to do 
§ something quickly—and with 

a strangely lonely dread I 
realized it was up to me to do it. 
I knelt on the pavement, took 
out my pocket knife and! cut the 
string, the adhesive tape, un- 
wrapped the brown parcel at one 
end—pulled out something that 
felt like a sausage wrapped in 
greased paper. 

The crowd had fallen silent 
and I almost hoped it was not a 
sausage—somebody’s lunch. They 
would have laughed. 

It wasn’t. It was gelignite— 
yellow and softish, smelling sick- 
ly greasy.

CCORDING to one sardonie 
A we of definition, a bridge 
expert is a player who makes 

fewer mistakes than a non- 
expert makes, and there is more 
than a grain of truth in this ap- 
praisal. However, there’s a little 
more to it than that. Let’s follow 
the play of the hand below, sit- 
ting behind the garden-variety 
declarer, and then speculate on 
how a true expert would ap- 
proach the same problem.

West, for his part, decided 
that the leud of his singleton 
club was advis:.ble. South cap- 
tured East’s queen and, with 
considerable misgivings, took 
the trump finesse. West did not 
cover the spade queen, but 
South let it ride, and a second 
trump lead cleared up the situa- 
tion. 

Now declarer re-entered his 
hand with a club and led a 
heart, but with disappointing re- 
sult, East smothered the jack 
with the queen and returned his 
diamond king; West overtook 
with the ace, cashed the dia- 
mond queen, and then led the 
heart ten to East’s ace. 

Now, before going further 
let’s agree that South could not 
help losing four tricks against 
perfect defense—but let’s also 
apply some l-¢dic and imagina- 
tion. 

West, who had made a high- 
pre-emptive bid in dtamonds, 
did not open his own suit; let’s 
not forget that. Why didn’t he? 
Very probably, because he did 
not hole the two top cards in 
the suit. There is our “key.”
